Sponsors of fiber content labeling legislation are brimming with 
confidence, predicting that a strong labeling bill seems sure to 
get through the House this year. They are less certain about the 
Senate, but here too they claim strong support, including such 
influential members as Sen. Warren Magnuson (D., Wash.), chair- 
man of the committee on interstate commerce, Sen. John Stennis 
(D., Miss.), Sen. “Mike” Monroney (D., Okla.,), and Sen. Joseph 
C. O’Mahoney (D., Wyo.). 


When. the labeling bills were before the House committee on 
interstate commerce last April, furniture industry witnesses 
warned they would cause needless expense without giving really 
useful information to consumers. But the testimony apparently 
failed to register, and the committee is scheduled to report out 
the labeling bill soon after it completes work on the Natural 
Gas bill. 


Common. congressional reaction to the furniture industry 
testimony goes like this: “Sure it would be wonderful if labels 
based on performance standards could be used. But no one ever 
seems to agree on performance standards. Meanwhile the fiber 
disclosure law would give the consumer something helpful to 
go by.” 


Congressional sources also discount the argument that com- 
ulsory labeling will be a severe burden on furniture manu- 
acturers. They say most manufacturers already use factory 
routing slips containing most of the same facts covered by the 
proposed labeling laws. 


Shipping costs keep spiraling upwards. Aside from the seemingly 
endless series of hikes in basic freight rates, Interstate Commerce 
Commission will soon act on less dramatic rate increase applica- 
tions which add to transportation headaches. One such applica- 
tion deals with insurance fees. It would authorize carriers to 
charge 10c extra for each $100 of value on shipments valued in 
excess of $3.00 per pound. 


In addition the Commission is considering requests for an- 
other increase in rates for all “less-than-carload” business. The 
original application came from railroad. But freight forwarders 
were quick to jump on the bandwagon. They told ICC they 
would like to get the same percentage increase for their services 
that is granted to other carriers.

likely to refer to a durable goods boom. “More people have more 
money to spend than ever before. And they are spending more 
of their money for durables than they normally did in the past.” 


As a general rule, those are unchallengable statements. But 
recent Commerce Department studies show that some durables 
industries have succeeded in grabbing more than their share, 
while others lag behind. There has. been particularly strong de- 
mand for passenger cars, tires, tubes and accessories, household i 
and kitchen appliances, and radio and TV sets. Jewelry and 
watches account for about the same share of the consumer 
durables market as in 1929. On the other hand, says the Depart- 
ment of Commerce, furniture and durable household furnishings 
are getting a smaller share than in 1929, despite the high rate 
of residential construction. 


Business outlook seems good for the rest of 1957, and early 1958, 
says the Joint Economic Committee of Congress, although the 
crystal ball is clouded in a few spots. Like most of official Wash- 
ington, the committee is convinced that there is still a serious 
inflation danger, so it is against tax cuts now, and it thinks busi- 
nessmen ought to be exceptionally careful about decisions to raise 
prices. Just to be on the safe side, however, the committee 
acknowledges that there are a number of soft spots. A downturn 
in activity would call for a relaxation of the tight money policy, 
or even a quick income tax cut to bolster buying power of lower 
and middle income families. 


One major step to pep up consumer durables industries has 
cleared Congress already. That's a bill seeking to help the home 
building industry by slashing the minimum down payment re- 
quired to buy with an FHA insured loan. Where existing law 
required a minimum of 5% down on the lowest priced house, 
it will now be possible for buyers to get into new homes by 
paying 3°% down on the first $10,000; 15% on the next $6,000 
and 30% on all above that. Home builders nod in approval. They 
believe the new terms are sufficiently liberal so that the building 
industry will have hundreds of thousands of new prospects soon. 


For a typical anti-trust case involving exclusive dealership franchises, 
take a look at the case filed by Attorney General Brownell against 
the NecchiSewing Machine organization. It sells about $30,000,000 
of machines through more than 40 distributors, who in turn sell 
them to more than 2,300 dealers. Major issue raised by the 
government is a provision of the dealership contracts preventing 
distributors and dealers from selling outside their assigned ter- 
ritories, or to non-franchised dealers, or at prices other than those 
determined by Necchi. Another provision prevents Necchi out- 
lets from handling competing brands.

Question — Some of our bed- 
ends have been working loose after 
being in service a short time. They 
don’t come apart but just seem to 
lose their rigidity. What can we do 
to stop this? 


Answer — Your trouble indi- 
cates a major construction fault 
which should be investigated and 
corrected. This could be in mach- 
ining to form inaccurate or mis- 
mated joint members, over-large 
dowel holes, undersize dowels, con- 
tacting members out of square, etc. 
As a temporary remedy, a short 
angle iron, preferably of fairly 
heavy gauge, can be fastened to rail 
and post of both head and foot ends 
to provide added rigidity without 
interfering with the action of the 
side rails. 


Question — A disagreement 
has arisen between my glue room 
foreman and myself regarding wa- 
terproof and water-resistant glues. 
Can you tell which commercial 
glues have these properties and 
their basic differences? 


Answer — Melamine, phenolic 
and resorcinol resin adhesives are 
generally classified as waterproof 
adhesives; casein and urea-formalde- 
hyde fortified glues as water-resist- 
ant. Waterproof adhesives are re- 
quired to be boil-proof while water- 
resistant glues must withstand 10 


cycles of soaking and drying or a 
48-hour soak test at room tempera- 
ture. 


Question —I can remember 
my grandfather telling how he used 
to test a jointed edge for smoothness 
of cut with a lumber crayon but 
don’t remember how he did it. Can 
you tell me how this is done? 


Answer — This method invol- 
ves removing the paper wrapper 
from the crayon and holding the 
crayon into firm horizontal contact 
with the face of the jointed edge as 
it is drawn over the joint. Since 
none of the low spots will be 
marked with the crayon they are 
quickly visible to show the typo- 
graphy of the joint surface. 


Question —We want to cut 
down the size of our spray booths 
but are not sure what minimum 
clearance should be provided for 
the spray operator’s working area. 
Can you tell us what this should 
be? 


Answer —A qualified finishing 
engineer advises the following: if 
the operator has to move about the 
work to spray all its surfaces, the 
spray booth should provide a min- 
imum clearance of 3 feet on all 
sides; if the work can be revolved 
on a turntable to spray all surfaces, 


a minimum |-foot clearance is usu- 
ally sufficient. 


Question — We have heard of 
a molded rubber webbing veing 
used by West Coast unholstery 
plants to replace metal springs. 
We assume that this webbing is 
similar to the Pirreli and Danish 
rubber webbing but understand 
that it is available with clips at- 
tached. What can you tell us about 
this product? 


Answer — This rubber web- 

bing is said to be made in sheets 
with clips molded on and is cut into 
strips about 134 inches wide and in 
lengths of 18, 19 and 20 inches. 
About 6 strips are used for each 
chair, wth the clips being clipped 
into grooves on the top of the side 
frames. The strips are about 14 
inch thick and are said to have a 
stretch of about 7%. The life of 
the rubber webbing is estimated to 
be from 15 to 20 years. 
(Rubber webbing made at Los An- 
geles, Calif. plant of Firestone Tire 
& Rubber Co. — future production 
and distribution predicted from 
Fall River, Mass. plant) 


Question — We are having 
trouble with resin glue stains which 
are hard to remove before finishing. 
Can you suggest some simple meth- 
od of removing these stains?

Answer — Many furniture 
plants having a similar problem 
have given up the expensive re- 
moval of these resin glue stains. In- 
stead they shade in these spots with 
a base aniline color before staining, 
sanding the glue-stained area light- 
ly before shading, to provide better 
color adhesion. 


Question — We are in the 
process of building two new dry 
kiln buildings. Our contractor ob- 
jects to our kiln equipment sup- 
pliers’s recommendation that sand 
should be replaced by vermiculite 
in the concrete mix to better insu- 
late the kiln roof slabs. What 
should we do? 


Answer — It would seem to be 
good judgment to follow the kiln 


equipment supplier’s recommenda- 
tion to use vermiculite. It will not 
only provide better insulation but 
the concrete will be lighter. A slab 
prepared with vermiculite in a simi- 
lar application weighed only 30 Ibs. 
per cubic foot compared to 150 Ibs. 
per cubic foot for ordinary sand- 
mixed concrete. 


Question — My finishing fore- 
man is trying to get me interested 
in steam spraying as a means of 
getting better coverage with the 
same or less amount of material. 
We use quite a bit of enamel of the 
synthetic type and force-dry all 
finishes. Can you give me a brief 
description of the operations and 
advantages, if any? 


Answer — Steam spraying re-

handle. In most applications su- 
perheated steam is produced from 
normal vapor-type steam from the 
conventional steam supply system; 
is changed to superheated steam 
through a super-heater; then is de- 
livered to the spray gun through 
the insulated handle where it picks 
up, atomizes and sprays the finish- 
ing material. In an operation simi- 
lar to yours, normal steam is pro- 
duced at 212°F. temperature and 
raised to a temperature of 400-450° 
F. in the super-heater to produce a 
gaseous, dry superheated steam. 
This steam is unlike wet steam, in 
that it does not mix with or dilute 
the finishing material, and little 
overspray is reported with steam 
spraying. Little or no moisture is 
deposited on the finish film. The 
spray gun is bled constantly to re- 
move any condensation that might 
cause moisture. 


Question — I have suggested 
that instead of gluing up a number 
of small panels, we glue-up larger 
panels of multiple size to the full 
capacity of the press to reduce 
handling, and then cut these panels 
down to the smaller sizes. Our ma- 
chine-room foreman says this has 
been tried and didn’t work out. 
Can you give me any valid objec- 
tions to this procedure? 


Answer — The main disadvan- 
tage that your gluing up of multi- 
ple sizes in a larger panel apparent 
is the possibility of cutting into 
glue lines when the larger glued-up 
panel is reduced to smaller net 
panel sizes. 


Question — We are using a 
special sealer as a base for a urea- 
alkyd synthetic heat-curing varnish. 
It was too difficult to sand when we 
first started using it but after the 
formulation was changed, sanding 
was much easier. We are now hav- 
ing troubles with poor adhesion of 
top coats with the sealer. What 
could be causing this? 


Answer — Your supplier 
should be the one to correct this 
condition and will probably do so 
when the trouble is reported. It 
would appear that the zinc stearate 
component of the sealer formula- 
tion was increased to make sand- 
ing easier to a point where too 
much is being used. An excess of 
zinc stearate or any of the sanding 
soaps affects the bond between the 
sealer and topcoat varnish. In this 
case the zinc stearate has probably 
reacted to neutralize the acid cata- 
lyst used to convert the urea resin.

“(PROGRESS is our Most important product,” 
General Electric Co. says in its TV commercials. 
Progress in the furniture industry is everybody's 
business. It’s important here, too. 

The road to progress doesn’t lie in complaining 
about current conditions. It lies in doing some- 
thing to improve them.

Nationwide Consumer Study — Make a study 
of consumer needs and attitudes on an industry- 
wide basis for the purpose of determining the 
scope of furniture’s problems. Once established 
we can do a more effective job in advertising, 
publicity and public relations. Understanding 
the consumer is prerequisite to preconditioning 
her for furniture sales. 

Study Manufacturers Problems — An intensive 
nationwide study of manufacturers’ problems 
from a marketing standpoint would fill a long- 
felt need. A national series of clinics, forums and 
conferences could strengthen the industry’s sel- 
ling program for both manufacturers and _re- 
tailers. 

Analyze Wholesale Salesmen’s Problems — 
Learn the strengths and weaknesses of wholesale 
furniture salesmen for the purpose of developing 
regional training programs that would give 
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selling representatives the benefit of professional 
help and experiénce. It should result in a more 
effective and realistic selling job. 

Survey Retail Problems — Analysis of retail 
problems could aid in developing better channels 
of communication within the industry and un- 
cover need for new types of merchandise, new 
price lines, new merchandising programs and 
new ways to convince the customers she should 
buy now. 


Stage Annual Style Shows — Give the home- 
maker an opportunity to see all the latest designs 
in room settings with ideas for immediate and 
practical use in her home. 


Educational Program — A national program of 
clinics, forums and schools for homemakers sup- 
plemented by a wide variety of printed material 
to help both the bride and the housewife. 


Store Lighting, Layout, Color — Learn more of 
the psychological reaction of consumers to use of 
color, lighting and layout in stores. 


Advertising — Learn how to use this effective 
selling tool through studies collaborating the 
work of specialists in advertising and in furni- 
ture. 

Industry Marketing Program — Work on dey- 
eloping a complete industry marketing program. 
Find answers to such questions as where furniture 
is sold? in what types, styles and price lines? Try 
to develop an industry-wide “trade-in” program 
that could provide an important key to increased 
sales. 

Snow emphasizes these as but initial steps in 
developing a complete, coordinated industry- 
wide program. However, they are big and broad 
enough to enlarge furniture’s present horizons. 
Big enough, too, to channel some of the wasted 
energy spent in bemoaning unsatisfactory con- 
ditions in any segment.
